Same Old Story Truckers in Canada have troubles too. 





Last October the Supreme Court of Canada ruled 
that international and interprovincial highway traffic 
is within federal jurisdiction. It was rumored that the 
trucking industry was not going to accept this ruling. 


Latest word: .. . The Canadian Automotive Trans- 
port Association said, "The Supreme Court judgment is the 
law of the land and the trucking industry naturally sup- 
ports the law." 


But the association also stated: "From the record 
it is obvious that the type of regulation the railways 
have in mind differs greatly from the trucking industry's 
concept of just and equitable regulation .. .*

ICC's leasing rules are postponed again... this 
time it's for an indefinite period after April 1.

headlines. When it comes time to move Harry out truckers will 
probably be on the job again. . . with a lot of willing 
helpers if they need them. 


Considering Harry's announcement at the Democratic 
dinner a few days later that he wouldn't run in '52, there 
are some economy minded rascals who say the first family 
could have saved the taxpayers some money by living in the 
truck -- with election day coming so soon. 


No more stalling -- pay the tax. That's the New York 
State's Court of Appeals answer to truckers who asked 
for a continuation of the stay on ton-mile tax payments 
beyond March 14. That means all truck operators subject 
to the law had to settle up by March 31 for all of the 
tax due from October 1 when it became effective. 





But the fight isn't over. It will be carried into 
the highest New York court . . . if necessary, to the 
U. S. Supreme Court. 


Who says the Maryland test road was ruined? ATA 
gave it the "lie" .. .a color movie of a car doing 50 mph 
over the famous Maryland test strip. Perched on the 
instrument panel was a glass of orange soda pop.

The same stunt on the controversial 
Mt. Vernon Memorial Highway -=- barred to all trucks -- 
showed the orange soda pop dancing like crazy. 





The movie had its premier before the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, now investigating a proposed 
federal limitation on the capacity of trucks. It was 
part of the testimony of ATA's John V. Lawrence who also 
pointed out that: 


- « « by actual count the traffic on the road during 
the test was equivalent to 90 years service for the 
22,400, 32,000, and 44,800 lb. test lanes and to 20 
years service for the 18,000 lb. lane. 


although the road was built without serious 

regard for good engineering principles and was not 
properly maintained during the test, it emerged in 
very adequate condition.

Here's one for the books .. . David I. Mackie, 
spokesman for the Association of American Railroads and 
vice president of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroad, urged disapproval of a bill (S. 2363) which 
would impose federal size and weight limitations of 
trucks operating in interstate commerce. 





Mackie said that regulation of sizes and weights 
"should be left in the hands of the states . .. in order 
that the varying local conditions may be given appropriate 
consideration in the fixing of limitations." 


That makes sense! 


The Ohio mud flap law was upheld in Southern Ohio 
District Court. 








Tom's Express, who brought the case to court, con- 
tended that the ICC is the sole source of such safety 
regulations and, therefore, no state has the right to im- 
pose such a law. 


The court held that the existence of ICC safety regu- 
lations and accessories rules does not prohibit a state 
from imposing regulations and rules of its own... So 
long as they are not inconsistent with those of the ICC. 


There is talk about taking the case to a higher court. 


The test road near Malad City, Idaho, will be under 
construction about April 15 .. . traffic tests are sched- 
uled to begin August 15. This test road is designed to 
determine the cost of transportation and to cover the 
future design of both roads and vehicles. 


ATA's chief highway engineer, W. J. Arndt, commented 
on the test: "There is some point of balance in the 
economics of vehicle operation and the economics of road 
construction where both are achieving their maximum ef- 
ficiency. The test should enable engineers throughout

More aluminum in the second half of 1952... the 
estimated production tonnage for the whole year is one 
million tons. In 1953, the figure will probably be 
1,500,000 tons. At present, there is no surplus of 
aluminum, but things look good for manufacturers whe use 
aluminum in the construction of vehicles. 





Two national "slick" magazines have touched on 
highways recently. "Look" ran an article titled "Why 
Motorists Blow Their Tops" in February .. . promised 
readers they'd run more on the subject. "U. S. News and 
World Report" discussed the subject in a report titled 
"Good Highways: When?" 


The articles covered parts of the problem but neither 
offered any adequate solution. 








One solution they could have mentioned: Support of 
the PAR (Project, Adequate Roads) program... the 
nationwide good roads movement launched last month by 40 
national organizations. 


Intercity tonnage was up again in 1951. The re- 
search department of the ATA reports an increase of 
seven per cent over 1950. Based on ICC reports from 
1,314 Class I intercity carriers of all types, 
176,747,796 tons were hauled in 1951, as compared with 
164,809,567 in 1950. 


Important fact: All regions showed increases over 
1950 ranging from 3.3 per cent in New England to 15.5 per 
cent in the Pacific region. 
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lt Means YOU, too! 


PAR—Project: Adequate Roads,” got off to a pretty good 
start. 

Forty national organizations helped at the “christening.” 
Press, radio, and television blazed *“-PAR” briefly. So far so 
good. But it was only a start. The new national movement to get 
highways on a PAR with the nation’s needs . . . get America out 
of the traffic muddle . . . will take a lot of doing and a lot 
of dough. 

It can flop! It can’t go on to success powered alone by the 
cheers it got at the “christening.” 

The movement needs the leadership of a get-things-done guy! 
It needs the zeal of the kind of men who gave so effectively of 
their time, effort, and money to get the farmer “out of the 
mud” in the 1920's... get for America a greater system of 
modern roads . .. make possible the spectacular economic 
development which accompanied the integration of the motor 
vehicle into the American way of life. 

The baby “PAR” is now in the lap of the National Highway 
Users Conference. There it is being nursed and burped . . . 
dressed up to go places.

HES A TRUCKING COMPANY expands rapidly ot 
when top executives near retirement age. top 
management has an important dee Ision to 
make: Where is it going to find trained execu 
tive personnel to kee p the company running ¢ 
Cleveland Cartage Company has this answer to the 
problem: It hires and develops young men for future 
executive jobs 
Since 1939, the company has had an “earn while you 
learn” program that’s getting results. Basically. there 


are two mayor benefits from the program 


e Cleveland Cartage gets “minor” but essential jobs 
done by men and women who are above average intelli 


gence and are anxious to learn 


e While this work is being done. young men who have 
the potential ability to become executives of the « ompany 


are being dev eloped and trained 
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Source of Executive Personnel ¢ Bigeest source of 
potential executive personnel available to Cleveland Cart 
age is college students who have to work their way 
through college. The company is located near enough to 
Western Reserve, John Carroll, Fenn College. Ohio State. 
Miami University, and other colleges, to have an excel- 
lent pool of young men from which to draw. Each fall. 
the local universities are contacted for applicants. From 
these, the company selects approximately 15 trainees 


No Job Preference Restriction ¢ [’rimarily, appli 
cants are selected on the basis of personality and execu 
tive potential. The company does not restrict those select 
ed to students majoring in Business Administration o1 
Transportation. In facet. Cleveland Cartage has had a 
number of trainees that were planning to become doc- 
tors, dentists. or lawyers. These men are included be 


cause the company feels that often when a man enrolls 
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for a specialized college course, he may not be sure he’s 
made the right decision 

\s a student learns more about his special subject, he 
may. of course, decide his original choice was correct. 
If this is the case, the company has the benefit of his 
work and intelligence before he graduated. However, he 
may decide he prefers trucking as an occupation and 
will continue with the company. In this case, the com 


pany has gained a valuable employee. 


Women and Other Employees ¢ Not all of the 
trainees are college students nor are all of them men. 
College girls who have to work to get through college 
have been hired. As a matter of fact, one of them was 
recently made head of the accounting department. 

Also, other company employees showing promise are 
offered the opportunity to develop into future executives. 
Recently, one of Cleveland Cartage’s drivers was moved 
into the office for a short period of time prior to being 
put in charge of the company’s newest terminal. 


Economics of the Plan ¢ One of the big bugaboos in 
iny training program is the question of how much to 
pay. If the scale is set too low, top caliber men are usual- 
ly not attracted or they may stay only until some other 
firm offers more money. Cleveland Cartage solved the 
problem this way: 

It insists on starting its “earn while you learn” boys 
ai the bottom. Since all the “bottom” jobs are union, the 
trainees join the union and get the going union-wage 
which is considerably above what most men going to 
college and working at the same time can command. If 
the company feels they are future executive material and 
promotes them, their salary is placed above the union 
wage they have been receiving and high enough to be 
competitive with the going salary for college trainees in 
the Cleveland area. Except for meeting these two qualifi- 
vations. there is no set salary for a man who is pro 


moted. That depends on his ability. 


How Many Stick With the Company? e Out of the 
15 men selected each fall, about seven are considered by 
Cleveland Cartage as potential executives. Of the seven, 
two to four of the men will remain with the company 
after graduation. To date, not one of the “earn while you 
learn” boys has had to be fired 


What About Opposition? ¢ Often in a plan of this 


sort, company personnel not included in the plan either 


form a united, vocal front in opposition or start a whis- 
pering campaign that spells doom for the plan. Cleve- 
land Cartage has had neither of these problems. And for 
good reasons: 

Company employees know they will be given a chance 
at an executive job if they show potential ability and 
trainees are expected to handle their own advancement 
without friction. This is part of their training as future 
executives. Best example of how well one of the trainees 
handled the problem is in the case of Fred Frey who left 
the company to study at Oxford as a Rhodes Scholar. 
When Fred was ready to leave for England, a group of 
24 drivers took up a collection for him as a token of their 


good “ ishes 
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What are Trainees Told of the Plan? ¢ The ques- 
tion of how much to tell the employee and when is always 
vital. Cleveland Cartage has adopted this attitude: When 
“earn while you learn” boys are first hired, they are told 
only that opportunities for advancement exist. If at the 
end of three to six months they are considered potential 
executive material, an appraisal is made of their work 
and their attitude, and they are told in detail of the pos- 
sibilities in the company. From this point on, they are in 
constant contact with company executives for additional 
training and guidance. 


Executive Training ¢ Knowledge of the detailed work- 
ings of a business is important to executive success but 
more essential is the knowledge of what an executive is. 
what his responsibilities are and how he should handle 
the people working for him. Cleveland Cartage’s approach 
to this problem is, perhaps, the key to the success of the 
peogram. Appraisal is made of the “potential exec” dur- 
ing conferences with company executives. At present, 
the appraisals are made both verbally and by informal 
notes from the department head under whom he is work- 
ing. In the future, formal appraisals on standard forms 
will be made so that a complete record of the trainee’s 
progress may be kept. 

More important than appraisals are conferences with 
company executives about daily problems. Here the 
wisdom of the older executive is blended with the 
fresh approach of the younger man. It is at this point 
that the potential executive either shows his understand- 
ing of executive problems or indicates that he cannot 
climb many more rungs of the ladder. 


Additional Benefits ¢ If Cleveland Cartage produced 
only one top-flight executive every two years, the plan 
would be profitable. The plan has done this and more. 
Company officials point to these additional benefits: 
e College students who have to work are an excellent 
source of manpower at any time . . . particularly during 
a labor shortage. 

e If a man goes through the training. he knows the 
business from the ground up, he knows the personnel 
and he has first-hand union experience. 

e Fresh ideas and new methods are brought to the 
company by ambitious young men. 

e Those who decide on other careers have had first- 
hand experience with the trucking industry and prove 
valuable public relations men for the industry. 

e Because the men are above average intelligence, they 
learn quickly and can be switched from job to job with- 
out expensive and lengthy training. 

e The program itself and the young men employed 
provide valuable public relations material. For example, 
one of the latest batch is Frank Guzik, a nationally 
known high school athlete who will enter Ohio State 
shortly.

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Valve Guides ¢ Next item to be checked is the valve 
cuide. Guide wear is usually in the form of bell mouth 
on the ends of directional wear. which makes an oval out 
of the inside diameter. It cannot be measured accurately 
with a plug gage. A more accurate device is a small hole 
gage. With a gage. both tapers and the out of round can 
easily be taken from the guide and transferred to a 
standard micrometer. Some gage manufacturers also 
have a direct indicating dial gage. These are more ex 
pensive but are more convenient. 

Guide wear should be taken seriously because it af- 
fects the overall valve temperature. As the guide clear 
ance is increased there is less contact between guide and 
valve stem and likewise less heat conductivity. giving a 
temperature rise in both the valve stem and head. The 
vreater clearance also permits movement of the valve on 
the valve seat insert. causing wear and gas leakage 
factors which contribute to valve burning. loss of com 


pression and powe LI 


Valve Springs e Next come the valve springs There 
are actually five points which must be observed. First is 
wear on the block, which usually comes from high speed 
operation where the springs rotate and wear grooves 
Second. the same wear may appear on the spring re 
tainers. Some retainers have been found worn to a knife 
edge. Third. the same conditions may wear the end coils 
of the springs themselves. Either or both ends may have 
this wear. Fourth, the spring tension itself should be 
checked with an accurate scale 

The high operating stress level of valve springs 
coupled with their high temperature operation, accounts 
for a pressure loss over a period of time. Tension loss 
exceeding 10 per cent of the specified load indicates re 
placement

On a few cars now. the feeling in the industry is that 
power steering will be offered as an option on the low 
price passenger cars by 1955. Manufacturers feel they

jor benefits of power steering will be more stable steer- 
ing. Designers could now get all the directional stability 
they require if they did not have to consider ease of 
steering. The way to do it is to combine axle caster and 
king pin inclination in sufficient quantities. But as in 
all engineering they must compromise. 

The combination of axle caster and king pin inclina 
tion means that one side of the vehicle is lifted when 
turning a corner just as surely as if it were done with a 
jack. This lifting takes muscle. It is the action of steer 
ing knuckle spindles returning to the straight ahead 
position where front-end weight is equalized that gives 
steering stability.

© PARTS SHORTAGE FORESEEN IN 

*52—-read the headlines. Behind 

the headlines is the story of the 
L. S. profiting by the mistakes of 
World War II. 

This time responsibility for getting 
needed materials and supplies to parts 
producers rests squarely with the men 
who know the problem best—indus- 
try men themselves. In World War II. 
controllers made the mistake of 
clamping tight controls on materials 
for parts and replacement production. 
As a result they spent the next four 
years trying to get parts flowing again 
at a rate commensurate with the im- 
portant role of automotive transport 
in the war effort. This time industry 
itself is heading the team, and parts 
are currently being produced at a 


rate in excess of the 1950 figures. 


How It's Done ¢ The Motor Vehicle 
Parts Branch of the National Produc- 
tion Authority is calling the signals 
and is composed of industry repre- 
sentatives. At the very outset of re- 
newed mobilization these industry 
leaders sold defense officials on the 
importance of parts and replacements 
in automotive transport —and they are 
keeping them sold 

As soon as it was formed, the indus 
trv advisory committee set to work on 
a detailed survey of the supply and 
demand for automotive parts. The 
group presented its findings to NPA 
in the form of a thoroughly docu- 
mented report, complete with charts 
and statistics on production, distri- 
bution and use of parts in February. 
1951. 

On the basis of these figures the 
committee advised controls officials 
that production of parts in 1951 
should total approximately 112 per 
cent, dollar-wise, of the 1950 output. 
This increase would allow for price 
rises as well as a real increase in pro- 
duction to permit maintenance of new 
vehicles that have gone on the road in 
1950. The controllers agreed. At the 
end of 1951 the industry had been 
able to boost production to 117 per 
cent of 1950 levels. 

The Motor Vehicle Parts Branch 
has told NPA that a further increase. 
up to 133 per cent of the 1950 
rate. will be necessary in 1952. One

As a Fleet Owner Executive What Should You Do? 


The solution has two basic fundamentals: 

First, hold the workers you now have. 

Second, obtain others for replacement and expansions 
Good business sense dictates that good workers on the 
payroll must be held. They represent a training in 
vestment; they have an interest in the company ; and 
they are more productive than new employees. 

How to hold workers? e Although wages are important. 
a recent MIT survey placed them fifth in the list of 
reasons why workers liked their jobs. The survey 


showed workers like jobs because: First, they were 
interesting: second. they liked their associates; third. 
they had contact with customers: fourth, they had good 
working conditions. 

But it takes time and energy to sell people on their 
company and their job. Supervisory personnel must be 
alerted to this new sense of responsibility. Any worker 
you want to keep must be recognized for a job well done. 

Make full use of the skilled mechanics you now have. 
They should be relieved of menial tasks by helpers or 
apprentices anxious to become professionals.

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A Small Fleet Can Make Fork Lifts Pay

HAPPIER CUSTOMERS and happier workers are the two 
basic advantages of mechanical materials handling 
methods at Skyway Express, North Bergen, \. J., where 
one fork lift is used for every three trucks the company 
operates 

At present Skyway owns four tractor-trailer combina 
tions and leases |4 others to give it a fleet of 18. To load 
and unload those vehicles it uses six fork lifts and Joe 
Nostasi, president and general manager of Skyway, is 
convinced that fork lifts more than pay their way even 
in a small company.

Skyway'’s main customers-—more than 90 per cent

Toll Roads—An Evil 


— 


Despite opposition, the trend toward toll roads con- 
tinues. FLEET OWNER takes a look at the arguments in 


this highway controversy. 


e Toll road opponents are appar- 
ently destined to be confronted by 
a “fait accompli’—whether you 
want them or not, toll roads are 
here for awhile at least 

That fact increasingly 
evident last month as at least five 
more states prepared to jump on 
the toll road bandwagon. That 
would bring to 23 the number of 
states that have some type of toll 
road legislation. With more than 
700 miles of such roads now in use 
or under construction, and many 
more miles actually planned, pre- 
dictions of 2,000 miles of toll roads 
in the near future no longer sound 
exaggerated 

In the face of such hard facts 
there is some evidence that opposi- 
tion lines are beginning to weaken 
In some cases this takes the course 


became 
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of a “modification” of previous 
policy. Toll roads aren't winning 
out-and-out endorsement from 
these previously hostile groups but 
neither are they being unequivo- 
cally opposed. However, many or- 
ganizations—notably the National 
Highway Users Conference—re- 
main firmly in opposition. 


What Are The Arguments? 

The pros and cons of toll roads 
can be argued long into the night 
by highway finance experts but it 
is now possible to list at least some 
of the major arguments in layman's 
language. Here are a few: 


AGAINST: Toll roads are a return 
to 18th century thinking. This na- 
tion’s highway transportation sys- 
tem developed to its present effi-

Officially spon- 
sored by the National Highway 
Users Conference, PAR has won 
full endorsement from all major 
truck organizations—ATA, the Na- 
tional Council of Private Motor 
Truck Owners, the Truck-Trailer 


Manufactuers Association, all have 
thrown their full weight behind the 
movement. 


Scientific Approach 

PAR attempts to use a scientific 
yardstick in determining the na- 
tion’s highway needs. As part of 
the program a Sufficiency Rating 
system has been developed (FLEET 
OWNER, Dec. ’51, P. 46). This sys- 
tem makes it possible to assign a 
mathematical rating to roads in a 
state so that it is evident which 
roads are below standard and in 
need of immediate repair. 

Albert Bradley of General Motors 
sounded the keynote for the PAR 
program at the official launching 
when he declared “highway im- 
provement is as indispensable to 
our defense effort as armaments, 
power or other primary elements.”

eign Commerce Committee went 
through the formality of holding 
hearings on some 25 transportation 
bills during March, which lumped 
together for hearing purposes all 
transportation bills introduced so 
far during this session of Congress 

Little, if any, legislation is ex- 
pected to result this session fron 
these hearings that ran for over a 
month and drew to Washington 
representatives of all phases of 
transportation. This will be 
news to the trucking industry 
cause in whole or in part it 
posed virtually all proposed legis- 
lation affecting trucking 

Congress is behind schedule and 
is concentrating on “must” legisla- 
tion only in its drive to adjourn 
before the political conventions 
early in July. So the only trans- 
portation bills that have any 
chance of enactment are the non- 
controversial that wouldn't 
tie up valuable time on the floor 
The bills that don’t get through 
will die with the session and will 
have to start through the legisla- 
tive machinery afresh next 
with a 

Most bill of the 
lot is S. 2363, which is opposed by 
the entire motor carrier industry 
It was introduced by Committee 
Chairman Ed Johnson (D. Colo.) 
and Senator John Bricker (R 
Ohio) and would new 
maximum dimensions and weights 
for motor vehicles—both truck and 
bus. Save for special exceptions it 
would limit carriers to the follow- 
ing dimensions: width—8 ft.;

In opposing the bill the Ameri- 
can Trucking Associations, the Na- 
tional Council of Private Motor 
Truck Owners and the National 
Association of Motor Bus Opera- 
tors all say these limits should be 
set by the states, because local 
conditions should be a strong de- 
termining factor.

Hot Opposition 

The bill that has the private 
carriers most steamed up is S. 2362 
which would restrict the leasing 
of vehicles by common and con- 
tract carriers to those which 
owned by other authorized com- 
mon and contract carriers. Most 
objectionable feature of the bill to 
private carriers is that dealing 
with leasing of equipment. Up to 
now they have been able to lease 
equipment without drivers. The 
new bill would ban leasing equip- 
ment to common carriers with or 
without drivers 

“If common and

S. 2365, which would authorize 
the Bureau of Public Roads to 
make a study to see if motor car- 
riers are paying their share of 
highway upkeep, has drawn a cool 
but not hostile reaction from the 
industry.

S. 2357 would amend the ICC 
Act to remove exemptions on 
transportation of agricultural and 
fish products. The Farm Bureau 
and National Grange opposed the 
bill on behalf of farmers and agri- 
cultural shippers. The National 
Council is against it and ATA 
would go along with them to the 
extent of exempting these products 
as far as their primary markets 


Cite Discrimination 

The industry opposes S. 2352, 
which would establish annual li- 
cense fees for services rendered by 
ICC, on the basis that it is dis- 
criminatory to single out trans- 
portation industry for this type of 
tax when all branches of the econ- 
omy are not similarly required to 
bear the expenses of governmental 
functions which benefit them. 

ATA is against S. 2351, which 
would amend the Interstate Com- 
merce Act to give consideration to 
adverse effects on other types of 
existing transportation services in 
certificating new services. ATA 
calls this a backward step that 
would throttle normal growth of 
transportation. In his testimony 
before the committee, John V 
Lawrence, managing director of 
ATA, said:

e Governor John S. Fine has dealt 
Pennsylvania trucking’ industry 
progress a setback with a last- 
minute veto of the Robinson-Dent 
bill which was designed to bring 
the Commonwealth's vehicle weight 
maximums into line with those of 
surrounding states. 

The measure, calling for an in- 
crease in tandem axle trailer truck 
gross from 45,000 to 60,000 pounds, 
had passed both the Senate and the 
House and was sent to the 
Governor's office when the Legisla- 
ture adjourned on December 22nd 

Under Pennsylvania legislative 
setup, the bill would have become 
law at midnight on January 2lst, 
but at 11:59 P.M. Fine’s office an- 
nounced that he had vetoed the 
measure on five grounds, none of 
which reflected sincerity 

It was reported that Acting 
Highways Secretary E. L. Schmidt 
counseled the governor in vetoing 
the bill, which had passd both 
House and Senate by comfortable 
margins over the strong objections 
of motor clubs, railroads, the State 
Grange, the CIO and township 
supervisors 

However, the Governor never 
voiced endorsement of the measure 
and had permitted it and previous 
weight liberalization bills to be 
grouped with those calling for the 
legalization of yellow oleomarga- 
rine 

When colored oleo at last became 
law, the truck bill seemed destined 
for similar success 


New Jersey Is Planning 
Cross State Highway 


e Governor Alfred E. Driscoll has 
disclosed that a new highway link- 
ing Philadelphia with Atlantic City 
is under consideration by the State 
of New Jersey to relieve congestion 
on existing roads. 

The Garden State’s chief execu- 
tive also reported the need for a 
completely new traffic interchange 
at Pennsauken, where an overpass 
was constructed in 1946. Other 
projects being weighed, he said, in- 
clude new interchanges to replace 
Black Horse Pike traffic circles in 
the Camden area and the extension 
of Garden State Parkway from 
George Washington Bridge to Cape 
May Point, where it would meet a 
long-planned ferry to Lewes, Del- 
aware

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Rail Rate Boosts Opposed 


Congressional hearing warned of rails’ making ‘‘se- 


lective increases” instead of across the board adjust- 


ments. 


e Congress was urged recently not 
to open the door to uncontrolled 
freight rate boosts by the railroads. 

Edgar S. Idol, general counsel 
of the American Trucking Associa- 
tions, Inc., told the Senate Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee that one of several bills be- 
fore it (S. 2518) would permit rail- 
roads to increase rates freely to the 
detriment of shippers and the pub- 
lic generally 

He also sought a Congressional 
mandate against “selective” cut- 
ting of railroad rates on highly 
competitive traffic, declaring this 
technique is designed to eliminate 
competition with other forms of 
transportation. 

He said the bill is “completely 
unfair from the standpoint of 
shippers” because it eliminates 
maximum rate regulation by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
on the ground that competition can 
be relied upon to keep rates down 
to a reasonable level 

“It is quite true,” he said, “that 
competition serves to keep the 
rates down on many commodities 
and in many areas. But there are 
many other commodities, and many 
areas, in which there is no effective 
competition to protect the public 
against unreasonably high rates.”’ 


Rates Studied 

A study of railroad rate reduc- 
tions proposed during the past 
three years, he said, “clearly dem- 
onstrates that by far the greater 
portion of railroad revenues are 
derived from traffic not competi- 
tive with motor transportation.” 

The study also serves as a guide, 
he added, to the extent to which 
the rail carriers have gone in at- 
tempting to destroy truck competi- 
tion. It showed the most important 
proposals to reduce rates were di- 
rected at highly-specialized motor 
carriers that have little or no 
chance of staying in business once 
they are forced out of their partic- 
ular field. Tank truck companies 
handling petroleum products, for 
example, generally are not equipped 
to handle any other commodities. 
This is true of automobile trans- 
porters and other specialized car- 
riers 

Testifying at committee hearings 
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on several bills to amend the Inter- 
state Commerce Act, he declared 
that railroad rate reductions pro- 
posed on petroleum products 
throughout the United States 
“affected about 85 per cent of the 
total petroleum traffic on the rails.” 

An exhibit made from the study, 
he said, was introduced before the 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
recently “in support of the proposi- 
tion that the Commission would 
not permit the railroads to make 
exceptions on competitive traffic in 
publishing any general increases 
which might be authorized. 

“We pointed out that, in a period 
of three or four years of inflation, 
it would be quite possible for the 
railroads to eliminate from general 
percentage increases the rates on 
highly competitive traffic; and that 
after such a period the depressed 
level of rail rates on that competi- 
tive traffic might very well have 
destroyed the possibility of any 
truck competition.

Congressional appropriation hearings in agreement 
on need for better highway system; call roads part of 


defense planning. 


e Testimony and discussion before 
the Roads Subcommittees of both 
Houses of Congress indicate that 
committee members may balk at 
the Administration’s recommenda- 
tion that Federal-aid for highways 
be substantially reduced for fiscal 
years 1954-55. 

Thomas H. MacDonald, Com- 
missioner of the Bureau of Public 
Roads, appeared before both sub- 
committees to support the Admin- 
istration measure (H. R. 6094) 
which would authorize $400 mil- 
lion yearly in matching funds for 
the three presently-designated Fed- 
eral-aid systems. 

It was pointed out that the Ad- 
ministration’s bill calls for a $100 
million reduction in annual high- 
way Federal-aid as compared to 
the amount authorized under pres- 
ent legislation. MacDonald attribu- 
ted this slash to the budgetary 
limitations rather than any change 
in the Administration’s attitude on 
the importance of the nation’s 
highways. However, in answer to 
a question submitted by House 
Roads Subcommittee Chairman 
George H. Fallon (D., Md.), The 
BPR Commissioner stated that we 
are only doing “about one-half of 
what we should be doing on the 
Federal-aid system.” 

Fallon went on to say that, in 
his opinion, there is no place where 
the United States can spend a dol- 


lar for national defense more ad- 
vantageously than for highways 
and MacDonald expressed unquali- 
fied agreement with this statement. 


“Linkage” Theory 

Members of the House subcom- 
mittee, both Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats alike, seemed of the opinion 
that highways should receive more, 
rather than less, Federal-aid. Sev- 
eral Congressmen indicated their 
support of the “linkage” theory by 
declaring that, since the Federal 
government realizes more than one 
and a half billion dollars in Federal 
automotive excise taxes each year, 
considerably more than $400 mil- 
lion of this income should be de- 
voted to improving our highway 
systems. 

Headed by President Bertram D 
Tallamy, several witnesses ap- 
peared for the American Associa- 
tion of State Highway Officials to 
request both legislative bodies to 
give careful consideration to the 
Association’s request that annual 
Federal-aid authorizations be in- 
creased to $810 million. 

AASHO is especially interested 
in seeing that a special authoriza- 
tion be set up for use on the Inter- 
state System of Highways and has 
recommended that Congress pro- 
vide $210 million annually, to be 
equally matched by the states, for 
this purpose.

But along the Texas Gulf Coast rain- 
falls of over 7 to 13 inches are not 
uncommon. The trucks must. still 
service the wells. and soon are wal- 
lowing in gullies and mud up to the 
hubcaps. When they get stuck they 
are pulled out by a cat. Somehow 
they manage to get through. Heldt 
Brothers wouldn't be in business very 
long if they didn’t. 

“Ours is not a fair weather opera- 
tion.” says S. E. “Ellis” Pratz. man- 
ager of the company. “Our dispatch- 
ers office is open around the clock. 
seven days a week. We operate day 
and night. rain or shine.” 


Why the Speed? e Time is an im- 
portant factor in the oil fields because 
many of the drilling companies are 
working against a deadline. Many 
leases are contingent on a well being 
drilled within a specified length of 
time.

Fifth factor to be noted is the pressure loss, due not 
to the spring itself but to the lowering of the valve on 
the seat caused by grind-in. As the valve seat is ground 
deeper, the spring operating height is progressively 
longer and the spring operating loads are lower. When 
the seat is lowered as much as 1/16 in. or more, it is 
desirable to correct the spring operating height by in- 
stallation of a spacing washer. Of course a new valve 
seat insert should be considered under conditions of this 
kind. 

The loss of pressure caused by each increment of 
spring length is serious. Each | 32 in. of grind-in or 
wear accounts for a 5 per cent loss in valve open spring 
load with new springs. If old springs which have taken 
a set are used the loss of spring load is much greater. 
The loss of tension results in false valve motion result- 
ing in high stresses which contribute to breakage. 


Valve Seat Inserts ¢ When replacing valve seat in- 
serts, if there is a choice between a duplicate of the orig- 
inal with greater diameter and an insert of greater depth. 
the one with the greater depth should be used. The 
deeper seat insert has proved its ability to stay tighter 
and perform longer than the shallow insert. If there is a 
choice between a hard iron seat and a hard-faced seat 
such as Stellite, the hard-faced seat will last four or five 
times as long as the cheaper insert. 

After the insert is selected there is still the problem of 
installation, and the correct amount of interference fit. 
The cavity in the block should be accurately machined 
for size, and machined very smooth with no tool marks. 
Tool marks will shear off very rapidly. causing a redue- 
tion in the interference fit. The bottom of the cavity 
should be smooth and square to provide the largest con- 
tact with the seat itself. The greater the contact the 
greater will be the heat transfer, with consequent lower- 
ing of the valve operating temperature. 

Hard cast or wrought inserts in cast iron ports have 
the following recommended interference fits.

Even with extreme care and accuracy, there are some 
disturbing factors affecting the valve seat insert. The 
unevenness of the water jacket area, scale formations in 
the water jacket and the position of the exhaust ports in 
relation to the insert, as well as installation technique 
all have the effect of shifting the seating surface under 
operating conditions. With an indeterminate amount of 
shift inherent in the engine, it is hardly necessary to 
re-emphasize the necessity of accurate grinding of the 
seat for concentricity to the guide inside diameter. 


Valve Rotators e Generally, valve rotation is accepted 
by truck manufacturers and is gaining wide favor in the 
replacement market. The premium paid for equipping

an engine with valve rotators is justified by the increase 
in trouble-free valve life. While valve rotation generally 
extends valve life two to five times, frequently it amounts 
to ten times. The reasons for improved life are: 


1. Valve seat and face are constantly wiped clean. 
There is no build-up of deposits to flake off and 
start valve guttering. 


Stem deposits which cause valves to stick in their 
guides and to be held open are prevented. 


Effects of distortion due to thermal and/or me- 
chanical factors are minimized. 


Local hot spots that cause burning are prevented. 


The valve tip is prevented from grooving due to 
rocker arm scrubbing. 


More uniform stem lubrication is provided and 
acts to prevent scuffing. 


Fitting the Valve to the Engine e After the valve 
guide is installed, it is reamed to give the proper clear- 
ance. The valve to guide clearance is given in the fol- 
lowing table.

Exhaust 


After the guide clearance is established the valve seat- 
ing surface is ground to .002 in. maximum runout limit 
and is cut to the proper width of 1/16-3/32 in., allow- 
ing 1/64 in. overhang of the valve outside diameter. An 
interference angle is accepted practice. If rotators are 
used, the interference angle is omitted and the seating 
surface is .090-.100 in. wide wherever possible. 


Valve Lash e Premium valves are available for replace- 
ment purposes. In many cases, these are made from dif- 
ferent material than the original valve. Differences of as 
much as 50 per cent in the coefficient of expansion may 
occur in the different materials, and the change in valve 
length occurring during the valve heating under load 

must be compensated for by different lash settings. 
Unless otherwise instructed by the manufacturer, lash 
adjustment should be made on a thoroughly warmed en- 
gine. There is wide fluctuation in the lash readings be- 
tween a cold and a thoroughly warmed engine. The con- 
ditions affecting lash readings include temperature of 
the water, oil, block, head and valve gear. The chart 
shows how lash can vary during warm up. The fact that 
the exhaust valve hot and cold reached the same value 
is purely coincidental and is not indicative of a gen- 
eral condition. Other engines may show a change of .005 

in. between a cold and a thoroughly warmed engine. 
Insufficient operating clearance, whether due to im- 
proper lash or lax engine maintenance reduces valve life 
to as little as 25 per cent of normal. On the other hand,

news of high importance to every American. 


In effect, it says that there is no basis in fact for 
all this talk about a collapse of capital expendi- 
tures plunging us into a depression following the 


industrial build-up for defense. 


Such talk assumes that without defense orders 
business would spend relatively little for new in- 
dustrial plant and equipment. The figures below 
show that that assumption is not justified.

A Record in ’52 


As was expected, their plans call for another 
record-breaking volume of capital expenditures by 
business in 1952. But, as many did not expect, the 
McGraw-Hill survey also discloses plans for very 
heavy capital expenditures in each of the three 
years following. Expenditures now planned for 
those years are, to be sure, lower than those 
planned for 1952. But the significant fact is not that

The figures come from the fifth annual McGraw- 
Hill survey of business plans for new plant and 
equipment. Companies were asked to report 
through that survey not only their plans for 1952, 
but plans they now have in hand for capital ex- 


they are lower. Experience shows that plans made 
several years ahead always overlook many ex- 
penditures that are needed later. 

The significant fact is that the expenditures al- 
ready planned for 1953-55 are so high. For example, 
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those now planned for 1955 would be higher than 
those of 1950, which, at that time, were second 
highest in our history. 

If these plans are carried out we shall have an 
essential element of continuing prosperity. Sus- 
tained expenditures for capital expansion and 
betterment account directly for a large share of our 
employment and consumer income. Moreover, 
consistent modernization of industrial plant raises 
production efficiency and brings more and better 
goods and services within reach of more consumers. 

It is not to be expected, of course, that we can 
come down from the peak of the defense boom 
without readjustments in some sectors of business. 
But if capital expenditures by business are carried 
out on the scale now planned, we shall be able to 
take any necessary readjustments in our stride, 
and continue to increase our industrial strength. 

From V-J Day to the end of this year, manu- 
facturing industries will have spent over $60 
billion for new industrial plant and equipment. 
This is more than the value of all the plant and 
equipment these industries had on their books at 
the end of World War II. It is this heavy outlay 
that causes some, assuming most postwar plans 
for industrial expansion and modernization will 
be completed, to fear a collapse of capital ex- 
penditure. 


Plans to Go Ahead 


But American industry still has plans to go right 
ahead expanding and improving its facilities. This 
was the most striking single finding of this year’s 
survey.* It disclosed also that after 1952 
83 per cent of the companies answering the 
survey are planning substantial further mod- 


ernization. 


48 per cent will need more capacity to make 


their present products. 
33 per cent plan additional capacity to make 


new products. 


It cannot be too strongly emphasized, however, 
that these plans represent what American industry 
wants to do. They are a concrete expression of 
hope and aspiration. As such they are extremely 
important, for they dispose of the idea that busi- 
ness considers the job of expanding and improving 
its facilities as finished, or anywhere near finished. 

But the plans carry no guarantee of accomplish- 
ment. If they are to be realized, business must have 


the funds to carry them out. There is no assurance 
that the money will be available if the present level 
of corporation taxes is continued. Eight out of ten 
companies, according to the McGraw-Hill survey, 
will rely entirely on profits and reserves to finance 
their 1953-55 programs. So, in calculating their pro- 
grams for these years, the companies were asked 
to assume relief from “excess profits” taxation. 

Federal taxes now take at least 52 per cent of a 
corporation’s profits, and 82 per cent of any profits 
in the so-called “excess profits” bracket. Despite 
this drain on their funds, companies are able to 
finance their 1952 programs because (1) they are 
borrowing heavily, and (2) many of them are get- 
ting government loans or special tax concessions 
on new facilities installed for defense purposes. But 
these are emergency aids. 


Only Two Ways 


When the present defense program tapers off, 
there will be only two ways by which business can 
possibly increase its principal source of funds for 
new plant and equipment. One way is to make 
more profits before the tax collector takes his cut. 
And the only way many companies, already oper- 
ating at capacity and high efficiency, can do that 
quickly is by raising their prices. That is an un- 
popular method. Also, with the return to more 
competitive markets, it might be self-defeating. 

The other way is for the federal government to 
release its strangle hold on business profits. The 
so-called “excess profits” tax—the 82 per cent tax 
which is really a tax on business growth — should 
be repealed, effective January 1, 1953. And a cut 
in the basic tax of 52 per cent on all corporate 
profits should come not much later. That is by all 
odds the most important single step toward assur- 
ing that business plans already made for capital 
investment in 1953, 1954 and 1955 are carried out. 
it is the most important single step toward sus- 
taining our present prosperity. 

Through its plans for continued expansion and 
improvement of its facilities, American business 
clearly points the way to avoid the depression 
that so many Lave feared — and the Communists 
have so ardently hoped — would follow the peak 
of defense mobilization. It will be a tragedy for 
our country and for Americans in every walk of 
life if we do not insist that business get the chance 
to follow this wise and constructive course.

Carpenter said, “they insist they 
be given, as a matter of adminis- 
rative determination, a bigger por- 
tion of the traffic and that no other 
transport agency be _ permitted 
effectively to compete.” 

Carpenter also declared that to 
give the railroads the percentage of 
freight volume they claim as “a 
vested right,” it “would be neces- 
sary in addition to eliminating 
truck traffic altogether, to take ore 
boats off the lakes, gasoline barges 
out of the rivers, dig up pipelines, 
and perhaps ground a few planes.” 

He also stated the railroads’ “re- 
ference to rate of return as a 
‘profit margin’ appears misleading 
Profit margins traditionally refer to 
the relationship of expenses to rev- 
enues.” He said this ratio in 1949 
and 1950 was 94.6 and 93.1 for class 
1 intercity motor carriers and 92.0 
and 89.0 for the railroads, includ- 
ing “taxes and equipment and joint 
facility rents.” 


United Parcel 
Plans New Service 


e United Parcel Service of Los 
Angeles, Inc., is planning a parcel 
delivery service for small packages 
between Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. The service will be for whole- 
salers, jobbers, and manufacturers 

United Parcel is aiming at the 
gap left when parcel post maxi- 
mum weight was reduced from 70 
to 20 lb, according to Preston Davis, 
vice president of the Los Angeles 
branch of the national United Par- 
cel organization. The service is not 
intended to compete with truck 
carriers or railway express, he em- 
phasized, but will accommodate a 
field not adequately covered at 
present.

greater gvw would be possible in cases where the rear 
axle loading has been the limiting factor.

Right now there are any number of 
tractors where the fifth wheel king pin could be moved 
forward and make a safer vehicle except that the driver 
cannot steer with the increased weight on the front axle. 

Two avenues of approach are open. One is to stick 
to conventional design and. by crowding, get some more 
weight on the front axle. The other is a more radical 
rearrangement of units that may even lead to dual front 
tires.
